Z==Y of Monarchies, eftats, and 
9 52> C:familics , hath lymited the 
proſperity and thraledome of nations, and 
bounded the very liues of all men liuing:ne- 
uertheleſſeas well in matters of ſtate as pri- 
uate thoſe are founde moſte durable which 
retayne and keep the greateſt perfetion 
and excellencye fromtheir creator: Some 
being ordained toſerue for miniſters of his 
furie, otherſome for examples ot his diuine 
bounty and grace. For we ſee many men and | 
ſundry eſtates whome God hath from moſte 
baſe foundations and petty beginninges 
raiſed and aduaunced to the moſt ſupreame_ 
degree ofpower and dignity,inueſting them 
with mighty Empires and boundleſle king- 
domes. With whoſe power as of men little 
vertuous, it hath pleaſed the almightye to 
ſerue himſelfe , bur as witha ſcourge to pu- 


niſhthe Enormous fins of his people, others

haue beene ratthed from God aboue in this 
- moſt ſoueraigne degree of all humaine ma- 
teſty inrecompence of their hoiineſle of lite 
war vnreprouable dealing among men. But 


ſo ſoone as the one orthe other, beganneto 
forgetthe occaſion for whichthey were pla- 
ced in this world, which was to ſet forth the 
kingdom, honourandglory of God onely: 
whome they together with all men oughtto 
confteſle to be their general Lord and father; 
and that they haue gonne a boute by falſe: 
pretextes, and ſiniſter meancs to aduaunce 
their owne priuathonor and glory, and not 


that of their great Lord and maiſter. Then 


_ God whoalone raigneth whome onely we 
_oughte to-ſerue, caſteth them downe head- 


long, deſtroycththeir monarchies , deſola- 


teth their kingdomes,and rooterh out their 


poſterity from offthe face of the earth. 


For example the crowne of Cafrtaunci- 
ently, alittle country gouerned by Iudges, 
afterwardes by Earles, inthe endby Kings, 
created through the beneficence of Samſon, 
the fourth oithat name King of Nazarre,fit- 
named, Sazſoz the Great , was by 7/abelv- 


ſurped from the daughter of Henrye laſte of

that name,Kinge of Caſtile: the ſaide 7/abell 
marched inmariage with Fera:ando, fonne 
toking Iohn of :Aragon whole kingdoms en- 
creaſcd almo{tin our memory into a migh- 
ty puiſſaunceand ſtare, Bur for that the pol- 
ſe{lors therot not reſting content with thoſe 
blesfings which God hath giuen them here 
on carth, haue in hoſhle maner inuaded the 
Countricsand poſlesſ1ons of other Princes, 
they ſceme atrhis preſcnte to menace their 
own ruine,as [hopeto dilate more at large. 

This Prince then, ambitious, if euer were 
any inthis world, amongſt other his famous 
feates of Armes, tothe ende toinucigle the 
earle of Rovsilon, from (Charles the cighte 
king of France, madeno bonesto abandon 
his owne Couſin Germaine, and brother in 
law Ferdinando, kinge of Naples to thefurie 
of thoſe Armies whome Charts the eight 
marched againſthim forthe recouery ofthe 
fayd kingdome. Then during the raigne of 

Lewes,the twelfth breaking al conditions of 

League and amitye, forcing the degree of 

kindred and alliaunce, which hee had with 

Frederickthen king of Naples, he confedera- 

ted with king Lewes to diſpoſleſle Frederick 
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THE STATE 
of his kingdome of Naples, and to ſhare it 
betweene them rwo (as in effe&ethey did.) 
Afterwarde vnder a collour of ſupporting 
Pope Fulins the ſecond, his quarrel] againſte 
the Emperour Maximilian and the kinge of 
Fraunce, but ofa trothfor very feare he had 
ofthe greatnes of our king, who then might 
haue chaſed him eaſely out of his vniuſt poi- 
ſeſſions, which he heldin Italic: he entertai- 
nedthe Pope indeadly grudge againſte him, 
and tired vp the king of Englande and the 
Switzers to warre vpponhis lacke, Inuaded 
likewiſe from his owne niece Catherine (vn- 
der pretextthat hirhusband was adherente 
to the French King) the kingdome of Na- 
uarre her owne proper inheritance; which 
when he had conqueſted, hee could find nv 
better deuiſeto aſlure itynto himſelfe then 
by a falſe pretence proteſting howe he was 
rcady to make reſtitution thereof to his 
neece :conditionally that leſtihe ſhould be 
roo much ouer ſeen, a truceſhould be acor 
ded him for a yeere with the king of Fraunce 
during which inliew of reſtocing it, he for- 
tified al places therofasmuch . por{ibly 


could, razed al the reſt ofthe cittics, fotre{- 
{cs

ſes and Cittadels:making exprefle inhibiti-' 
on, that there ſhoulde nor be any tillage of 
the earthatal,to the end he might take away 
all meane of recouering the places by him 
v{urped and fortifiedinthe ſayd kingdome. 
Yetthis was notall : For with his force hee 
could finely ſow his ſubtilty, and helpe him- 
ſelfe with be cloake of religion,to make his 
matters the better, cauſing to excommuni- 
cate the kinge of Nawarre, husbande to his 
ſaid necce, tor thathe had taken the parte 
of king Lewes, the tweltth a Prince ſo good 
and ſo holy, that as yetof vs all heeis called 
by none other name;thena faint,anda very 
father ofthe people, and vponthis excom- 
munication he ſente very many preachers 
into the kingdom toturne the peoples harts 
from the obedience of their true kinge and 
Queenetheir lawfull Princes. And what with 
this matter ſucceeding ſo well vnto him,and 
what with the death of the ſaydekinge and 
Queene of Nawarre which hee ſawe tell out 
ſoone after within eight moneths together, 
nee ſuffered his young nephewe Henrytheir 
ſonne tobee trayned vppe by certaine mi- 
niſters inthe opinion of Marim Luther and 
for 
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for the ſame effete ſent vnto him ſome ex- 


prelly himſelte, who drawing the Pope 1n- 
to hatred, for the wronge don vnto their fa- 
ther, to excommunicate him at the inſtance 
of his vncle Ferdimando, who longe before 
had:gaped for that kingdom, itwas no hard 
matter for them to tranſporte the heartof 


theſc young Princes cipecially that of Mar- 


paret his wiues {i{ter to the great King Fran- 
cis fromthe hatred of the Pope to the hatred 


ofhis yery religion it ſelfe. 


Thisis then the iuſtand true meane by 
which the Crowne of Caſtile hath receaued 
hc: ample encreaſe , by annexing to it ſo 
goodly a kingdom as is that of Nauar. But 
what fell out afterwardes ? Ferd;mando en- 
toyed ita ſmall time, nomore thenhe did 


the reſt of al his other Kingdomes,God per- 


mitting themto paſſe vnto another famely, 
&that his childre, both male & femile, who 
were many in number ſhuld die before him, 
except onely 7oaz who was marited to Phi- 
{4p Arch-duke of Auſtria,a generous Prince, 
but of a very ſhort life ; after whoſe deceaſe 
ſhe fell beſide her ſelfe,Jeauingnotwithſtan- 


ding behinde her the two greate Princes 
Charles 
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OF SPAINE. 
Charles & Ferdinando ſons begotten by the 
Arch-duke other owne body. 

This Prince / haries becing come to the 
Crowneby the death of rhe ſaid Ferdinands 
(for he ruled King,notwithſtanding his mo- 
ther Joan was aliue detained as priſoner 
by him) ſoughte by all meanes pos{1ble the 
alliaunce af France promiſed by infinite 
Treaties (eſpecially in that of Noyon )to be 
accomptable for the kingdom of Nauarre, 
which for alltha the nouns as, And taſting 
moreand more the {weetnes of comanding, 
he got ynto him,& made ſpeedic prouiſion 
forhimſclle of ho two millitaric Orders: of 
that of Saint James and of that of / alatraua 
in Spaine,to-the prejudice of his brother, to ' 
whom they were reſigned: opened his eyes 
altotothe Empire,obrainedir, & enioyed 


allthe Kingdoms and Scigniories both left 


him by Ferdinando of Arraoon and theſe 
which his mother the foole held: :Jikewiſc the 
Eſtates of F/azaders and the prouinces there 
ynto annexed, leauing his ſaid brother only 
ſomecorner of a country towards eAnſtria, 
wherewirh after ſome wrangling bbw: ecnc 


them he did as a modcrate prince content 
B Im 
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himſelfe being neuer afterwards much moo- 


ued againſt his brother now created Empe- 
rour,but becauſe he was ſtill egging him to 
refine to his ſon Philip now at this preſent 
raigning, the eſtate of King of Romanes, 
whereot he was poſſeſt, tothe ende Philip 


might to. the preiudice of the faide Feraz- 


»andohis yncle ſuccecd in the empire. 


Ambition moſt afluredly is a thing great- 
lie deteſtable before God, who w:!l haue 
men to content theſcejues with the Jot which 
he giueth them in the earth,burthe prerexts 
which are taken of the pure ſeruice of God, 
for an other ſubie&,are worſt of all,and cric 


for yengeance before hisholy face, 


I will not faythis prince Charles thefirſt, 
vnder collor of defending the catholike re- 
ligionin Germany went abour(as ſom haue 
ſaid)to-inuade the eſtate and libertie of the 
princes of Germany:but this 1 will aduouch 
thatheeand Philip king of Spazze his ſonne 
haue employed themſclues (by confeſsi-

predeceſlour, to cauſe the deceaſed king of 
Nauarre to bee inſtructed inthe opinion of 
Luther, tothe ende to makehim the further 
frothe crown of France,trom the alliance of 
the Frech, &fro the recoueryot his kingdom 
of Nauar. Butithe who ſcduceth bur a litle 
ſimple child be pronounced by Gods owne 
mouth to be of worlſer ſtate then ifthee were 
caſt into the bottome of rhe ſea, witha mil- 
ſtone tyed abourhis neck, what {hal his iudg 
ment be towards him, who ſeduceth not on- 
lya child, butcauſeth othersto ſeducea king 
& a whol kingdome?but thisnot ſorting fo 
_ goodeffctt as they coulde with, there were 
50000.crownes {cnt tothe king of Nauarre 
then,beſides ſome horſes in gift tomoue the 
war in France,the which 50000.crownes for 
al that wer refuſed witneſſes good ynough of

The 
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The beſt aduiſed inhabitants ofthe lowe 
 Counaries of Flaunders Henald and :Artois 
held out their armes to the king of Fraunce, 
(nor onely forthe exceſhue impoſitions { as 
of paying two ſhillings forthe grinding ofa 
quarter of wheare, foure ſhillings for a cow 
which is for the (laughter, or kepr to giue 
milke, and other ſuch ke petty taxes, for 
which they pay full deere in Flaunders) bur 
for that they knowthatthey are of the anci- 
ent Demaines ofthe crown of France, Flan- 
ders, making one of the members of the 
kingdome and being one ofthe principall 
ſcates of the twelue Peeres. They crve with a 
lowde voice that itwas notin the power of 
king Frawuncis the firſt (then priſoner) ſoto 
abandon and giue them away: and thart in 
this caſe there oughtto be reſtiturionmade 
ſeeing the lawe is held currant of all, thata 
priſoner locked yp faſtinpriſon(as wasthen 
| theſaidking)hee isnot bound toperforme 
any —_ made,butremaineth afterward 
inliberty ofhis faith, 
Thoſe of Lille, Douay and Orchies,prin- 
cipall citties ofthe low Countries, do know 


| and confelſc how by right they appertainto 
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the kinge of Frauxce: for Phildp the Hardy 


| hauing promiſed Charles the fitte kinge of 


Fraunce,(who let him haue them at his mari- 
age with the inheritrix of F/aunders) to re- 
turne againethem ynto his right ſo ſoone as 
Godihoulde haue called ynto him Lewes de 
Mayle Earle of F/zrnders his father 1n lawe : 
and bound himlclte by contra&.paſte ar Pe- 
ronn the twenty of September 1368, vnder 
obligation, of himſelte, his heyres and ſuc- 
ceſlors, and vpon paine of the Apoſtolicall 
cenſures, wherunto the king of Sparze ſtands 
anſwerable ypon perill of his owne ſoule. 
Andas for Milan,Sicilie & Naples, all the 
world knoweth what rights Fraunce hath in 
them all. 
And asfor the kingdom of Matorica, the 
Farldomes of Sardinia and of Rouſsillon 
ourof whichareas yet owingto the Crown 
of France, the 300, thouſand crowns which 
Lewes the eleuenth disburſed, when they 
were engaged to him for that ſumme:Lewes 
of :4n10w had the gitt thereof,which the La- 


.dic Marqueſle of Moxtferrat ſiſter andlaw- 


tull heire to 1ames the laſt king of Matorica 
preſcnred him. - 
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As for Biſcay,it appertained tothe Duke 
d'eAlengou of Fraunce by the right ofhismo- 
ther Mariade Lara,Lady of the faid country: 
but ſhee could neuer recouer her preroga- 
tiuc from Henry ſecond of that name kinge 
of Caſtile, earle of Tr:ftemara, inueſted ſci- 
2nicur thereof by the aide & only armes of 
Charts 5. king of Fraunce,who ſent thither 
Bertrand de Gueſclimhis Conſtable to ceaze 
it for Henresright, who inſtalled him therin. 
And by this king, albeit a baſtard, commeth 
all the title that king Ph/bp at this preſente 
raygning hath in Spaine: as in like manner 
from the {ide of Baſtardes commeth all the 
. rights andtitles which he pretendeth to Mz- 
lan,Naples,Siulawhicharenotasyetintoo 
great aſſurance to him. 

As for Arragon, belide the quarrell of the 
donation made by Pope Martin ſucceſior of 
Nicholas,to Philip the third king of Fraunce, 
Or to Charles his ſecond-ſonne 10 the preiu- 
dice of Peter kinge of Arragon, husbande of 
Conſtance, the daughter of Manfroy of Na- 
ples, and baſtarde to Fredericke the ſecond 
Emperour and king of Naples :&the nights 
of Mathew of Caſtelbon, Earlc of Fo:x and 


G Bearne, 


'Pearne, on the behalfe of Joane the daugh- 
ter of Iohn ſonto king Peter of eArragon: fa-. 


marying with eMahault 
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uing alfo thedeedes of guitt paſte by Rene 
d Anton king of Siciliato Lewes the elcuenth 
king of Fraunce; by whoſe only aide he was 
crowned king of :Arragoninthe citty of Bar 
cellona; the houſe of Lorrame may pretende 
herin alſo ſomright,bicauſe of Yo/anr daugh 
ter to the Duke of Bar maried to Lewes of 


eAntou, who was forced to compound for al 


rights for one hiidred {1xty thouſand Florms, 

And as for Portugal, itisa thing as yet of 
very lender aſſurance inthe houlc of Spain, 
as well by reaſon ofthe auncient emnity and 
an old quarrell which is betweene theſe two 
prouinces, as for the rights which may bee 


_ pretended therinamoneſt other by the ſuc- 


ceſlors either hauing rightfrom the houſe of 
Bolaing fro which the coary of Boulenois mn 
Prcardy 1s atthis preſet anexedto thecrown 
of Fraunce. For ATR kinge of Portugall 
or Mathilda coun- 

teſſe of Beloing,had by hertwochildren & it 
fcl outſhe as was in the country of Boutenois 
to ſette order inthe affaires of her husband 
the Earle, theK* of Portugal being rauiſhed 
with 
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with the beauty of Bearrrzx;baſtard daughter 
to eAlfonſolurnamed the ſage,or 4ſtrologran, 
King of Caſtile, Leon and Toledo, where al 
things were ſo well agreed vppon betweene 
them two,thatthis Caſtilian king without 0- 
ther cercmonie maried her, leauing Mathi/- 
da,wholiued twelue yeares, during this dif- 
honeſt mariage or rather concubinage: and 
being returned into Portugall, was forced 
toreturneinto Fraunce to make her com- 

laintes to the king,andafterwards to Pope 

Alexanger the fourth, who ſoone excommu- 
nicated the Portugal king and his new mar- 
ried wife. Neuertheleſle the children of this 
his illigetimat wife did not forbear to viurp 
the kingdom fro thoſe who wer lawfullicbe- 

gotten on kis firſt Raynuciothe D. of Parma 

atthis preſent hathalſo moſt apparantright 
on the part of Mariahis mother daughter to 

Eaward,ſonto king Emanuelof Portugal: the 

king of Sparn who hath viurpeditbeing ifſu- 

cd but of one of Emanuels daughters, & Rat- 
wucio beingdeſcended ofthe fon:there com- 

meth alſo a third chalenger, Don'Antonto K. 

of Portugal,who'sthe ſon preteded baſtard 

of Lewes the elder brother of Edward: butle 


gitimatcd by the Pope &by ſentence of the 


C2 depurics of. 
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' oftheholy Seca, who after the full ſcanning 
 ofhistitle was elected king of portugall by 
the people, accordingto the mentall law of 
thatkingdome. 

The kinge of Fraunce Herry the fourth 
demandeth the kingdome of Nauarre asto 
him appertaining by the right of his mother, 
heire to that Catherime aboue ſaid, the neece 
of Ferdinando of Arragon:whoſe proper in- 
heritance which was that kingdome, cannot 
be thusloſt to her dommage, when her hus- 
band ſhould haue fallen into ſom enormous 
faulte. To him appertayne the places of 

Sofrerra depending from al antiquity of that 
kingdome which Queene Iſabel] the firſte 
with of Ferdinandoby her teſtament, and 
for diſcharge of her conſcience gaue or- 
der that they ſhoulde bee reſtored, as ha- 
uing bene vfurped by thoſe of Caſtile from 
Nauerre, To him appertaine moreouer the 
Duchies of Gandia Mount-blanc in Ar- 
ragon,and Pegnafiel: the Earledome of Ri- 
bargorcea, the Infantaſgo of Caſtile ,the 
_ citrie of Balaguer, and the Townes of Ca- 
ſtrocheris, Harao, Villalon, Cuellar, the 
which king John father to Ferdinando of Ar- 
jo Þ ragon. 
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ragon gaue to the kingdome of Nauarre : 
vpon condition that in recompence there- 
of, he might enioy the ſaid kingdom during 
his life, whether hee had iſſue or not by his 
marriage with Blanch daughter to Charles 
king oft Nauarre third of that name, beeing 
the little ſonne of Philip 4Exreux of the 
houſe of France: and therearc alſo due vn- 
to his Maieſtic foure hundred twenty thou- 


' fande one hundred and twelue Florins of 


gold, {ix ſhillings eight deniers; money of 
Aragon,as wel can witneſle the mariage of 
the ſaid Blanchto the re!titution of all which 
territories and tothe paiment of eucrie pe- 
nie of theſe ſums the king of Spaine ſtandes 
bounden yetat this day.
